TO IMFEACH BAYARD. 


A Resolution Offered in the House Today 


by Congressman Barrett, 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript."! 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—In the 


house today, Mr. Barrett of Massachu- 
setts, offered resolutions for the impeach- 
ment of Thomas F. Bayard, United States 
ambassador at London, for bis recent ut- 
terances reflecting upon the intelligence 
and integrity of the American people and 
American congress. Speaker Reed ruled 
that the resolutions were in order against 
the protest of Mr. Crisp of Georgia, who 
argued it was not a question of privilege. 
The house then took up the consideration 
of the resolution and Barrett addressed 
the chair. 


Mr. Barrett explained his resolution 


and severely arraigned Bayard for his 
criticism of the system of protection. Mr. 
Crisp defended Bayard and revievedthe 
history of the McKinley and Wilson tar- 
iff bills, upholding the latter and con- 
demning the formar. He did not believe 
the gentleman from Massachusetts waa 
serious in his proposition.

solidation. 


PROPOSITION FAVORABLY VIEWED. 


A Small Meeting Votes Encouragement. 


Lengthy Discussion on the Matter. 


That Supposed and Reported "Feel- 


ing." The Scheme Explained. 


The meeting held last night in St. 


John's parish house to get the expression 
of the community regarding the proposed 
consolidation of the music interests of the 
county was not encouragingly attended.

Ccorge W. Chase and Clarence A. Brown, 
members of the committee which, pri- 
marily considered the matter, were among 
the number. The hour for the meeting 
was allowed to pass in the hope that more 
would arrive. 


C. A. Brown opened the meeting and 


called on George W. Chase to explain the 
proposition. Mr. Chase read the article 
that was printed in the Sunday Republi- 
can and afterwards in an evening paper. 
The article was the matter given out for 
publication by the committee that met 
Saturday afternoon. After reading it Mr. 
Chase explained that in it were given the 
ideas of the gentlemen who were appoint- 
ed a committee to consider the consolida- 
tion. It was the desire to emphasize the 
fact that the proposed organiz < tion did 
not wholly contemplate a May festival. 
Its primary object is to bring to these 
parts artists of a. high talent at less ex- 
pense than if we went about it in- 
dependently. 
The 
commtee 
has 


weighed 
carefully the 
fact that we 


have 
not 
a. 
place 
to 
hold 
a 


festival, but feels that the holding of a 
festival is not entirely a worthy object. It 
is the study of the high works under mas. 
ters that is aimed at. While we cannot 
at present enjoy these works with full 
orchestra and chorus we can enjoy them 
in part. There is a ball at Adams, Ar- 
mory hall, in which these works can be 
given on a large scale. It is in the propo- 
sition to hire a company for one week to 
give concerts in the several towns to raise 
their musical taste. The committee looks 
at it as an educational and philanthropic 
movement. It was hoped there would be 
a representative gathering at the meeting 
so as to get the disapprobation or approval 
of the people, but it is unfortunate we 
have not a larger number present so we 
could get a broader view of the matter. 


Mrs. George B. Perry asked if we could 


not adjourn until we had a larger meet- 
ing. 
Mr. Chase explained that last year, 


as president of the North Adams music 
festival association, he called meeting af- 
ter meeting and paid for men to give no- 
tices and had not large representation. 
If there was not a large enoug'h attend- 
ance tonight it would not be best to ad- 
journ. 


W. A. Whitaker, president of the Vocal 


society, said he stayed away from the 
Vocal society's rehearsal to attend the 
meeting and said if it had not been for the 
rehearsal of that society some of its mem- 
bers would have been present. The mat- 
ter he explained bad r.ot been laid before 
the society and so it had not acted. He 
could not see how rehearsals would be 
held. 


Mr. Chase explained how the committee 


had proposed to act. Mr. Whitaker could 
not speak authoritatively for the vocal so. 
ciety, but was sure the society would co- 
operate if co-operation did not jeopardize 
itself. 


Prof. Tower was surprised to see so few 


people present. He had tried his best to 
make the object of the meeting plain to 
his class. He did not feel discouraged at 
all and does not believe North Adams \vjll 
be left out in the cold in this county or- 
ganization. To be left out he considers 
would be a disgrace. He does not tike 
any stock in the reported ill feeling 
against Pittsfleld. He never wants to 
hear it said that the choirmasters and 
musicians stand in the way. He had done 
his best before. If we can't have ora- 
torio here let us have it at Pittslield. 


Mr. Brown asked that those present 


express themselves regarding the reported 
feeling against PittslleM. Mr. Whitaker 
asked of the men who came up from 
Pittsfield were representative and lie was 
assured they were. Some more came i n 
at this point and Mr. Chase explained to 
them what had been done. 


E. M. Meekins thinka there should he 


no feeling between Pittsfield and North 
Adams and we should start this move- 
ment without a word about it. He thinks 
we should enter into this project with a 
good heart. He spoke of the ussociations 
in other counties and does not see why 
this movement should not be pushed 
along with vigor. He thought from the 
business-like manner in which it was 
started that it will be carried to success. 
Mr. Perry asked what had bean done by 
the committee and he was handed the 
newspaper article. Mr. Chase explained 
that the obstacle in the past in the way of 
high musical entertainment was the finan- 
cial one. lie spoke of the light audiences 
that attended tue first day's performances 
of the lestivals. 11 was just the same way 
in Pittslield. Itwas the plan then to have 
a concert in North Adams in the after- 
noon, the oratorio with chorus in the Ar- 
mory hall at Adams in the evening and 
the great event at Pittsfleld the next day. 
All towns pay for their own rehearsals 
and the festival receipts pay festival ex- 
penses. In order to put the association 
on a secure basis it is suggested a capital 
stock of $3000 be subscribed to start with. 
The shares are to be $10 each, and all from 
all parts of the county would be asked to 
contribute. Pittsfield men s,eem to be 
willing to play second end to North 
Adams. 


Mr. Perry inquired how the musicians 


stood on tlio matter. ProfessorTower ax- 
plained that John L. Howes feels favor- 
ably disposed to the project. Of course he 
does not want to have the Vocal society 
interfered with. 
Prof. 
Mietzke, Mr. 


Chase said, was skeptical as he had tried 
such an organization before. Mr. Roberts, 
he stated, was favorable to the plan. J. K. 
Smith had no doubt St. John's choir 
would eo-operate. C. A. 
Brown 
was 


beartily in favor of the plan and. con- 
curred with what Mr. Meekins Slid about 
sinking the "feeling," but at the same 
time believed the "feeling" should be 
found out.

literature for that purpose. Our citizens 
could not pay themselves a higher com- 
pliment in a strictly local campaign than 
this. 


Disagreeable personalities 
have not 


been indulged in or encouraged in any 
direction. There has been no occasion 
for them; there certainly should be none 
during the remaining week of the cam- 
paign. 
And outside of candidates the 


same sensible absence of bitterness and 
display of prejudice is gratefully noticea- 
ble. 
The license question is being con- 


sidered in an admirable spirit. Even the 
most earnest temperance workers are now 
handling the question of license and tem- 
perance in a practical and temperate 
manner. 


The first city campaign will establish 


many precedents; it is a source for most 
hearty self-congratulation in our com- 
munity that so many of them are excel- 
lent and wortby to be taken as models, as 
they are sure to be, by other municipali- 
ties wanting the best. 


The Vene/uelan trouble is arousing a 


pood deal of war spirit in the United 
States It is causing a good deal of war 
talk on the part of the American people. 
Most of this talk is of a subject that peo- 
ple in general know nothing about or 
have not stopped to consider. 


The talk that asserts as a result of such 


a war an easy victory for the United 
States is braggadocio pure and simple. 
One scream of the American eagle will 
hardly silence the roar of the British 
lion. 


The assertion that "We licked John 


Bull once and we can do it again," doesn't 
prove that we can do it again, nor does 
it stale the fact that on the previous occa- 
sion of difference with England amount- 
ing to war, thifcountry had pretty much 
all Europe to help it and very different 
conditions all round. 


If a strip of disputed territory along the 


Orinoco river should bring 
on 
a 


war between the United States and Eng- 
land it would involve the two greatest 
powers of the world in the most terrible, 
the most tremendous conflict of history. 
It would be the test and contest for the 
supremacy of the world. When the war was 
over, the United States or England would 
be the undisputed "mistress of the world.' 


If arbitration fails, if England attempts 


to bulldoze a little South American state 
against the will of the United States, 
what may the outcome be ? 
What are 


the chances of American success? 


Leaving aside the great blow s to com- 


merce and finance that would at once fol- 
low in this country upon the declaration 
of war with England; leaving aside the 
consequences of a probable blockade of 
our seaports by England's great navy, and 
the panic that a billion dollars' worth of 
American securities now held in Europe 
suddenly thrown back on our markets 
would cause, let us measure the present 
naval strength of the two countries. For a 
war would necessarily be a naval war in 
large part. 


England and Canada have 45,1X10,000 peo- 


ple; the United States has 70,000,000. 
There are the sinews of war and this 
country has the advantage. 


But glance at the naval power of the 


two countries. England's strength over- 
matches the United States' as five to one. 


England's fleet has 88,000 men; there 


are 13,000 in ours. 


Great Britain has fifty battleships in 


service; we have three. This country 
has five more in various stages of con- 
struction, but England has ten building. 


Tho United States has sixteen coast de- 


fense vessels in service and four under 
construction. England has only eleven, 
and she is not adding to her supply. Her 
line of defense is intended to be the 
enemy's coast, not her own. 


We have one armored cruiser In com- 


mission against Great Britain's twenty- 
five, and we are building one to her (our. 


Of unarmored cruisers this nation has 


thirty-three, while Great Britain has 140 
in service and is building twenty-six more. 
We have none under way. 


The United States has one large torpedo 


vessel. The United Kingdom has thirty- 
four. 
American torpedo boats number 


two, with seven building. England has 
189 and is building sixty-two! 


Such is the comparative naval strength 


of the two nations. The possibilities of 
war between them are tremendous. Not 
only Is present apparent strength to be 
reckoned, but the strength that would be 
drawn from the almost exhaustless re- 
sources of either nation would be mar- 
shaled in the possible American-English 
war. 


Who would win? Undoubtedly the 


great republic would win peace with honor 
but not till the American people had 
passed through a terrible ordeal. Our 
patriotism and our resources would prove 
an over-match for England's, but not till 
an awful sacrifice had been made. 


But, with all its fearful cost and conse- 


quences, war is yet preferable to any loss 
of national dignity or honor. There are 
things above peace. One of them is na- 
tional manhood, and before the United 
States would see a single pledge broken 
to even a little South American state, 
England or any other offending power in 
the world would have to try conclusions 
with the American people. That would 
be serious business for all concerned. 


The preliminary meeting held last even- 


ing at St. John's parish house to consider 
the question of establishing a county 
musical association, while not as largely 
attended as could have been desired was 
important in furnishing a pretty good idea 
of how the plan will be received by our 
musical people here generally, for it 
was a lairly representative meeting 
as preliminary 
meetings go. 
Many 


important suggestions as to the work of 
such an association and ideas as to its 
practical management were presented, as 
will be Seen by our interesting report of 
the meeting. The unanimous expression 
was given to the belief that this part of 
the county would enter heartily and 
enthusiastically into the plan and that it 
would be the desire of Northern Berk- 
shire, as it would doubtless be of the en- 
tire county, to have W. B. Plunkett, of 
Adams, take the presidency if he could 
be induced to do so. There is no question 
that the meeting expressed the prevailing 
feeling of this section in these respects. 


That city, whether it be Chicago or St, 


Louis or Pittsburg or San Prancisco,which 
knows how to handle a Republican Na- 
tional convention as well as North Ad- 
ams once upon a time knew how to handle 
a legislative normal school affair, will get 
the Republican national convention. We 
are surprised that one of these enterpris- 
ing cities does not send to North Adams, 
Mass., and get a booming committee com- 
posed perhaps of Col. John Bracewell, A, 
C. Houghton, Senator Lawrence, Carlton 
T. Phelps, and 8. S. Joy with Dr. Bascom 
as spokesman. This committee 
could 


give even Tom Platt a pointer or two on 
how to get things to come to town, 


Chicago is the sensible place to hold 


the Republican national convention. The 
whole country Is in the Republican camp 
at present, and the chief circus ring and 
show of next year should be somewhere 
in the middle of the great Republican 
tent. 


One week remains before the city elec- 


tion. If you can't vote the straight Re- 
publican ticket, vote it as straight as you 
can. This means vote for the best men 
you can select. 


Will it be Mayor Curtis of Boston for a 


econd time when the ballots are counted 
this evening in the Hub ? Unless all signs 
fail it'will not be otherwise. 


Will ex-President Harrison marry his 


late wife's niece? It will be bigamy if he 
does. He is now wedded body and soul 
to a second term aspiration.

THE EDITOR'S SHEARS. 


A MODEL CITY CAMPAIGN. 


A strikingly pleasant feature of our city 


campaign is the absence of fault finding 
and needless criticism concerning the 
course the campaign is taking, and the 
positions taken by those most personally 
interested in it, either as candidates or 
workers. It is the more striking because 
the most noticeable as the campaign 
draws to a close. 


When the nominations were first pre- 


sented to the voters they looked them 
ovsr ucrefully, formed thair own opinions 
of their desirability, made their own se- 
lections from the two tickets, talked the 
matter over considerably with their 
friends and neighbors,and where opinions 
differed agreed pleasantly to disagree.

DANGERS OF THE DUSTPAN. 


Carpets Should Be Bobbed With Damp 


Cloths Bather Than Broibed. 


To those who know the true inwardness 


of things, the sight of a housemaid brush- 
ing a dusty carpet is suggestive ot many 
evils. The death of Pasteur has reminded 
the world of what is constantly present In 
the thoughts of medical men—namely, 
that, while microbe organisms are the great 
producers of disease, dust is the great car- 
rier of microbe organisms. Now that we 
know theso things, now that we under- 
stand that in the quiet hours of night the 
germ laden dust settles down upon the 
floor, it is distressing to find how little 
our kr owledge is put to practical use, and 
to see old customs still unchanged, old 
habits which we know to be destructive 
carried on, and to find the housemaid on 
her knees, with her brush and dustpan, 
stirring up dust to the detriment of every 
one, and breathing germ laden particles 
to her own destrnction. 


It needs but a small amount of common 


ecnse to soo that if carpets must continue 
i thing greatly to bo deprecated—they 


should be rubbed with a damp cloth rath- 
er than brushed, and that if, in deference 
to prejudice, they must be brushed this 
should bo done by a covered American 
sweeper, with plenty of damp tea loaves. 
Of all ways of removing dirt from a car- 
pot, the worst is by the use of the ordi- 
nary short brush, which Involves thn 
housemaid kneeling down in the midst of 
tho dust which she so needlessly creates 
and drawing it into her lungs with every 
breath. For ordinary household use, gome- 
thing like linoleum, something which can 
be washed with a wot cloth every morn- 
Ing, would seem to be the best covering 
for the floors, but if carpets must be, and 
if it is impossible to teach the present gen- 
eration the evils of seeking present com- 
fort at the expense of future risks, at least 
let us remember that carpets may bo wash- 
ed even whore they lie; that, till the day 
o£ washing comes, a closed sweepor is far 
better than a brush, and that the worst 
form of brush is one with a short handle. 
—British Medical Journal.

MANCHESTER, N. H., Dec. 10.—Judge 


Nathan P. Hunts the president of the 
Merchants' National bank, has made the 
fallowing statement: 


"Iiast summer, soon after I wns elected 


president of the Merchants' National 
bonk, I discovered that Dr. Joseph C. 
Moore was "kiting" checks through tho 
institution, and at once notified him and 
the cashier that It must be stopped. Later 
on wo received from him for credit to liis 
account many checks which were pro- 
tested, and on Sept. S3 voted to close Dr. 
Moore's account aud have no more busi- 
ness with him, of whbh action ho was in- 
formed in writing, and Mr. Lane, the 
cashier, was told orally. 


"We supposed this ended our business 


transactions with him, and congratulated, 
ourselves that we had closed it without 
loss. On Nov. 5, when Mr. Heard, the 
National bank examiner, appeared to 
make tho usual examination, Mr. Lane 
called me aside and told me tli.it instead 
of having about $14,000 to our credit in the 
National Bank Of Redemption in Boston, 
as our books showed, and ns we supposed, 
our account there was slightly overdrawn. 


"He then said he had used the money in 


cashing Dr. Mooro's paper, and explained 
that the doctor camo to him with a check 
for SlOW, which he paid and sent to Bos- 
ton to be credited to our account there. 
Tliis chjck was protested, and of course 
charpeil against us and then sent back to 
us. When Sir. Lane received it, instead 
at entering it upon our books against our 
Boston deposit, he laid it in B drawer, and 
upon Dr. Mooro's assurance \ hat he would 
taku care of it in a few days, left it there. 


"A fuw days later Moore appeared with 


n much larger check which he assured 
Lane would be paid, and exchanged it for 
the first one, receiving tho balance in 
cash. 
This, too, camo back protested, 


and went into the cashier's priva'o 
drawer. Beginning in this way, Lane 
continued to cash Moore's checks nt the 
expense of the Boston funds, and to con- 
ceal it by neglecting to cuter the transac- 
tion on our books, until the arrival of Ex- 
amluer Heard, whom he knew would go 
to Boston to verify the Redemption bank 
account, when the 


Deficiency Amounuert to 944,000. 


"This has been paid on Dr. Mooro s re- 


pented promises, and Mr. Lane's own hope 
and expectation that tho full amount 
would be repaid and he could make good 
the shortage. 
Since that time something 


over $2000 has been paid 011 tho protested 
checks, and Mr. Lane's loss reduced that 
amount. 


"He at once resigned his position as 


cashier and transferred to the bank all his 
property, which was sufficient to make 
good the bank's loss, and the institution 
has not suffered a penny by his terrible 
mistake. Mr. Lane had the entire confi- 
dence of our board, as he had of the whole 
community, and we shall have perfect 
faith in his honesty, which has been 
proved by a lang life of integrity; but, of 
course, he could not, retain his position as 
cashier after what has happened. 


"We know he did not, could not, ex- 


pect to profit a dollar by what he did, and 
he has our sympathy in the condition in 
•which ho has placed himself to accom- 
modite another. It is understood that ho 
is now penniless, and how much, if any- 
thing, he will be ablo to recover from the 
wreck of his fortune through Moore's 
ability and willingness to discharge his 
obligation is of course n matter of con- 
jecture." 


It is probable that Lane may be prose- 


cuted by United States District Attorney 
Branch for presenting two false returns 
to the comptroller of currency relative to 
the Merchants' National bank. The comp- 
troller notified Bank Examiner Heard to 
begin an investigation, and Dr. Moore's 
chocks will figure in the alleged false re- 
turns. It is natural, then, that Lane will 
be prosecuted, although he will probably 
be lightly dealt with on account of his re- 
imbursement to the bank. 


Moor* In Custody. 


The announcement that Dr. Moore has 


been delivered into the custody of the 
•heriCf created a decided sensation in this 
city. 


Moore was taken into cnstody at the in- 


stance *E his bondsmen, Roger G. Sullivan 
and Hiram D. Upton. They are his bonds- 
men to tho oxteut of $10,000 on the two 
Indictments in the coses growing out of 
the smash of tlie People's Fire Insurance 
company and the Derryfield Savings bank. 
The circumstances attending the down- 
fall of the financial institution with which 
ho was connected arc sjill fresh in the 
minds of the people, and a crisis in his 
career was not unexpected by many. His 
alleged dealings with Cashier Lane, 
whereby the latter was compelled to make 
good over $40,000 worth of Moore's paper, 
which was deposited with the Merchants' 
National bank, have been the subject of 
widespread comment. 


Result of Brockton Investigation. 


BROCKTOS, Mass., Dec. 10.—The mem- 


bers of the board of aldermen appointed a 
committee of the whole to investigate tho 
police department of this city reported 
last night that they found no evidence to 
show that any person or persons had re- 
ceived money for allowing illegal liquor 
selling. The report stated that the evi- 
dence showed that the law had not been 
fearlessly and faithfully carried out be- 
causa of jealousy and lack, of discipline in 
the police department. It was also shown 
that while some dealers had boen warned 
to cease selling liquor, others had been 
prosecuted without warning. 
Tho com- 


mittee recommended that the department 
bo reorganized and a new bet of rules 
adopted. It was also found that members 
of tho department had testified falsely 
during tho investigation.

Alice Sterling. Gilbert was convicted last 
eummer of murder in tha first degree. 
The murder was committed last spring. 
The victim, a girl 10 years old, was killed 
with an ax and her body bnried in a 
manure heap under a stable at Savin Hill, 
Dorchester. Gilbert was at once arrested 
two days after, and a complete web was 
woven about him. As be is a British sub- 


ject, he will probably ask tlie English 
government to interfere. 


Typhoid Still Raging. 


PnoviDKSCE, Dec. 10.—Five new oases 


of typhoid • fever were reported here yes- 
terday. Milkman Arnold, in whose milk 
the germs were found, is seriously sick 
with tho disease. It has been discovered, 
It is said, that the milk sold by him wax 
diluted with water, and an analysis of tho 
water will be made at once. Thus fur 86 
cases and 5 deaths have resulted from 
fever since its discovery.

Declared to Be the Only Hemedy For 


Correcting Workmen's Wrongs, 


The Labor Problem Discussed 


by Active Leaders. 


Poorly P*id Toilers Make America a Paradiso 


For the Capitalists. 


NEW YonK', Dec. 10.—A mass meeting 


was held in Cooper Union last night 
under the auspices of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, Samuel Gompers pre- 
siding. 


Mr. Gompers made a short address, In 


which ho sind that the objects of the con- 
vention of tho American Federation oi 
Labor were to bring unity of action be- 
tween trades unions of the country and 
to decide what would be the best in tho 
Interest of the toilers of the country. Tho 
workers of the land might feel discouraged 
at times at the seeming slow progress 
made, but if a look back were taken it 
would be seen that progress had been 
made from the days of serfdom, till now 
the men and women who would be en- 
tirely free could at last swing their ban- 
ners to tho breeze and bid defiance to tho 
enemies of organized labor. 
The most 


lasting progress made is that established 
by tho trades unions of the world. 


The chairman then introduced John 


McBrlde, president of tbti American Fed- 
eration of Labor, who said: "The trade 
union movement will force recognition by 
its earnestness and energy. 
The work 


of the unions has beon a wonderful and 
successful one, and today receives more 
recognition from tho public and press 
than ever before. Conditions are chang- 
ing, and the labor union will change as 
often as the conditions warrant and tho 
will of the people demand. 
While wo 


may disagree as to the methods, we all 
agree to the ends or objects of the unions. 
We all agree that there are too many 
palaces, and if not too many palaces, at 
least too many hovels; if not too much 
wealth, too much poverty; If not too many 
schools, still too much illiteracy; if nod 
too many luxurious homes, at least too 
many alleys and tenements. 


"The systom that tho few are enriched 


at the expense of the many obtains in 
this country, and the wrong is increasing. 
It is an unequal distribution of wealth— 
the concentration of power in the hands 
of the few at the expense of the many, 
and is tho greatest crime of the 19th cen- 
tury. 
In proper comparision with thn 


wealth Of the country, American labor ii 
mote poorly paid than that of any other 
country, and in no other country is cap- 
ital more highly1 rewarded." 


John B. Lennon, treasurer of tho Fed- 


eration of Labor, was tlie next speaker in- 
troduced. "Wo Imvo passed through a 
period of unusual industrial depression," 
said Mr. Lennon, "and yet the trades 
unions have stood as a solid wall against 
the indiscriminate reduction of wages by 
manufacturers and employers through- 
out the country. Tno trades unions have 
done more lor the battering of tho condi- 
tion of its members than has any other 
organization on earth." 


'•J^atoor Trnat" AdTocated. 


James O'Connell, 'president of the In- 


ternational Machinists' association, matio 
a short address, In which he told of tho 
work of the unions in keeping down tho 
abuses orV'tho factories^ and sweat shops. 
It was organization that was power. In- 
dividual action might 'oo powerless, but in 
organization—perfect 
organization—was 


the power which could oppose militia, 
federal troops, federal courts and a federal 
president. 
'Whj* onanot labor have n 


trust, as have the ooal barons and mag- 
nates of the Standard Oil company, who 
own the efirth? 


Henry Woissman wa1* tho next speaker. 


He was greeted with a storm of mingled 
hisses, applause and cheers. 
Some one 


called for three 'cheers in a regular way, 
and they were gl?on so-thatflie arqhes rang 
with them. 


"I am proud of the enemies I have made," 


began Mr. Weissman. "It is a source of 
uncommon pleasure to me to be able to 
greet the delegates of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in this city. I want to 
show certain of those here that neither Gom- 
pers nor Weissman tor any others whom 
they have chosen to hate can control the 
American Federation of Labor. 
Every 


sentiment should bo tolerated in the Fed- 
eration. There are few men on this plat- 
from who are better socialists than the 
man who is now addressing you. I main- 
tain that it is n disgrace that the socialists 
In this Federation cannot put aside their 
intolerance. I believe in concerted action, 
and for that reason believe in excluding 
such methods upon which the masses can- 
not agree. For that reason matters of a 
dogmatic nature should be excluded. The 
result of a reverse policy was s sen In the fact 
that the last remnant of ths Knights of 
Labor, a once powerful organization, met 
two blocks away—met in two factions, 
each with knives out to end it .ill in a 
dying struggle. Tlic disgraceful proceed- 
ings, of district assembly 49 was a blow 
to organized labor, and the man who 
made it is not worthy of membership 
in trades unions." Mr. Weissman ended 
by declaring that the one question which 
labor organizations should consider was 
the starting of a crusade for the eight- 
hour -Jay. 
The New Woman. 


Mrs. Valish, who said she was a new 


woman of the western prairies and a mem- 
ber of the Typographical union, talked 
next, and took tho heart of tho audience. 
"I want to talk about the new woman in 
relation to the trade1? unions," said she. 
"I am a new woman, although I am 
married. You will recognize my newness 
when I toll you that I havo spoken from 
the platform with Susan B. Anthony and 
Mary A. Lease. The new woman is not 
so new as she think* she is. She was 
registered when she left her home aud 
went out to work in tho factory. The 
trades unions have rs-cognized the new 
woman, and that :s why I talk to you to- 
iiight, and predict that the unions will 
stand by and teach the new woman until 
such time as thece will be no longer a 
necessity for her leaving her home to earn 
a living." 


James Mandsley, secretary of the Tex- 


tile Workers' union of Great Britain, 
talked of the fact that trusts are today be- 
ing organized, and, to him, meant that 
tho workmgmen by their franchise should 
see without delay that legislators are 
selected and legislation secured to stop 
the movement in that direction! 


Robert Howard of Fall River, Mass., 


closed the meeting with a short address. 
He talked about how the trades unions in 
Massachusetts had improved the condi- 
tion of children in the factories.
